A Country Editor's View of the 
Capital. 


Grouby, the incorrigible and indepen- 
dant editor of the Early County News, thus 
speaks of his visit to Atlanta: 


Yes, we've been to Atlanta, the Capi- 
tal” of the “Empire State,“ but were we 
to undertake to tell the “ninth” part of 
what we saw and heard, it would fill up 
nine sheets nine times the size of our 
“nine” by “nine” concern, and so we'll 
be as brief as possible in “ telling our tale,” 
and try to at least tell the “ninth” part, 
whether it suits “nine” dollar chaps, and 
others, or not. 

We took the train at Fort Gaines on 
Monday, the 4th instant, and set out for 
Atlanta, where we arrived five hours before 
“nine” the next morning. We looked 
around, smel@ around, felt around, and 
steered around there for three days—and 
everything looked, smelt, felt and stirred 
like “nine” dollars a day; everybody 
Wears “nine” dollar boots and shoes, 
“nine” dollar coats, pants and vests, nine“ 
dollar drawers, shirts and socks; the ho-

Because, as women, we find a fall meas- 
ure of duties, cares and responsibilities de- 
volving upon us, and we are therefore un- 
willing to bear other and heavier burdens, 
and those unsuited to our physical organi- 
zation. 

Because we hold that an extension of 
suffrage would be adverse to the interests 
of the working-women of the country, with 
whom we heartily sympathize. 

Because these changes must introduce a 
fruitfal element of discord in the existing 
marriage relation, which would tend to the 
infinite detriment of children, and increase 
the already alarming prevalence of divorce 
throughout the land. 

Because no general law, affecting the 
condition of all women, should be framed 
to meet exceptional discontent. ®
